“WHEN Lord Massereene in, “4770 

had attained his 28th year, he 
‘left Ireland, his native country, and 
-went to France in the hope of cur~ 
ing his melancholy: there.

‘the first order. _ Lord Massereene 
took: the | cure conscientiously, but

tack in any chosen sphere. 

We may be sure, as he warned, that the time has not 
been wasted. Everything we know of Germany as a 
tough and resourceful enemy bids us realise that she will 

- have taken full advantage of the quiescence on the West- 
ern Front, and that her blow, whether it fall next week, or 
later, will fall with concentrated force and fury. 

It may have been noted that Mr. Chamberlain’s Dor- 
chester Hotel speech and his Commons review of Britain’s 
economic effort dealt largely with current criticism, ques- 
tioning whether the sobering realisation of what the next 
few weeks may bring has stirred Allied leadership to an 
effort enabling them to overtake at a sufficiently rapid 
rate the preponderance of armed strength, particularly 
in the air, with which Germany began the war. 

Such misgivitigs as have been expressed will be whole- 
some if they spur Allied leadership to renewed endeavours. 
Nothing could be more dangerous than to underrate the 
power, unity and endurance:of the foe. And there is no

“HONG KONG slum clearance enthusiasts, housing re- 


formists, antl-T.B. campaigners, and all who 
insist that ‘it can be done if there Is a will to do 
it,’ are provided with a stimulating example in 
the coolle quarters built by the Kowloon Wharf 
and Godown Company for thelr staff coolies, and 
officially opened by the. Governor yesterday. 


This is a magnificently designed and conceived building: 


there is no better word than magnificent: and it may 
well serve 4s a model (for it seems adaptable to a 
’ variety of conditions) for better housing schemes not 
only in this Colony, but everywhere similar problems 


exist. 


In many respects, taking all fac- 
tors Into consideration, it cnn be 
favourably compured with the fine 
working«class building schemes of 
Vienna und the Scandinavian coun- 
trics. It ls luxurious by Far Eastern 
standards. 

Figures of Initial cost are not 
available, but it la possible to state 
that the upkeep costs are amar- 
Ingly tow. 

MODERN EVERYWHERE 
Situated just behind the Kowlvon 

Wharf, it is a Gestorey building, :no- 
dern In alt Its lines, with large veran= 
dahs und windows which Jet. ir 
plenty of li¢ht and sunshine. Com- 
Ing across it unawares, one might 
well be forgiven for thinklng that 
it was n modern apartment building. 

Entering through a gate on Canton 
Road, one passes into a Jarge internal 
courtyard, around which the bulld- 
Ing towers into the sity, At Intervals 
pround the courtyard are conerete 
benches and tables, with green 
mosic inlays on the top. The court- 
yard itself is some 51 (cet long by 
10 feet wide.

This office 
consists of a waiting room, with 
bathroom and tollet attached: the 
doctor's private office and consulting 
reom;.und a surgical roam with pro- 
per tubles, medical cabinets and all 
the usual appurtenances.

flee, with desks, fllng cabinets and 
cupboards; from this room he will 
control the various activitles of the 
thousand or more coolies employed 
by the Company. 

There Is one dormitory on- the 
ground floor, with 86 beds, but a de- 
scription of its accommodation will 
be given a Little later, 

Also on the ground floor are 
shower-rooms, with gleaming 
white tiles, hooks for clothes and 
so on, which may well be the 
envy of more than one sports 
club In Hong Kong. 

Hot water for washing and all 
other purposes is provided by a lurge 
oll-burner: boiler, right next to 
which we find five dining rooms, 
euch of which can seat 250 people at

a time, at modern metal tables with 
expensive masonite tops, which are

the sleeping accommodation conslats 
of 43 units comprising two beds, In 
der formation, cach. The frame work 
is of aluminijum-painted steel; the 
bedding goes on a special plywood 
base; the wood for this base comes 
from Austrolasin and {is guaranteed 
bug-proof!: iss . 
The trouble with most dormitories, 
of course, in that things mysteriously 
disappear. This problem has been 


‘effectively met by giving each covlie 


a steel locker (built into the head of 
the bed) contalning shelves und hang- 
ing space and, most important, a 
lock and. key! (Each floor Is 
liberally supplied with flush tollets). 
NOTHING FORGOTTEN 

The ventilation of the bullding and 
the dormitories deserves special 
mention. On the roof, powerful suc- 
tlon motors drdw up all the bad ear 
stale alr through large shafts which 
go down through the building to the 
main floor. 

_ "WIth atl windows open, the ale 

in the dormitories can be com. 

pletely changed In a matter of 
minutes and the rooms should be 
extremely cool In summer. 

Another special feature is the 
A.R.P. Hghting system. Each room is, 
of course, lit by electric light, but in 
addition to the standard = fixtures 
there are special A.R.P. lights—black 
bulbs with just a small Ught-beam 
from the bottom. 

On the ground oor, In the switch- 
und-meter room, is a large lever. As 
soon us alr-raid sirens go off, the 
man in charge of this room has mere- 
ly to pull this lever down. Imme- 
diately, all lights in the building are . 
extinguished-and, in thélr place, the 
ARP, lights come on; these lights 
ave completely invisible ,’from* out-

SOCIAL ROOMS

mahjongg roams or what have you.

Access to all floors is provided by 


{three wide stalr-cases, two at the 


front of the building and one at the 
back, [n the middle. The. stairs 
themselves and all floors in tho bulld- 
ing. are “extraespecial;* over a 
ground work of conerete,; a special 
composition of concrete and paint, 
imported by Jardino's, is spread, add- 
ing immeasurably to the appeurance 
All corners are rounded off, to make 
cleaning easy and thorough. 

There are a. host of other exclu- 
sive features, all almed at improving 
the comfort of the coolies and the 
appearance of this model building.

Britain Welcomes Prospect’ 
|Of Balkan Reconciliation) ; 


LONDON COMMENT |HONG Kone 
ON BELGRADE 
CONFERENCE 


London, Yesterday. 


THE ASSEMBLY it in Belgrade of the Foreign, Ministers of 
Turkey, Greece, Roumania. and Jugo-Slavia for the 
conference of the Balkan Entente is watched from 
London with sympathetic interest. 

In war asin peace British policy is favourable to any 
development among peace-loving powers which may 


be expected to promote mutual understanding or' 
mutual aid or to advance reconciliation, and “The 


Times” may be taken to reflect responsible opinion 


here in remarking: 


“Discussion of the common Balkan problems cannot but 
have a good effect in drawing together an important 
group of European nations at a most critical moment 
in European — — and Balkan — history.” 


The Belgrade meeting would excite 
sympnthy here If only for the fact 
that with all members of the confer- | 
ence—not to speul of some outside 
who cannot fail to be deeply con; 
cerned in its proceeding--British 
relationa ure of the friendliest na- 
ture und with some they are very 
close, but In addition to that it can 
be sald that the preoccupations of 
the Ballan States, as of other States 
who have escaped being Involved in 
the war by Germany's aggression, 
ure well understood here as was 
shown by the Prime Minister’s re- 
morks in his speech on Wednesday 
about neutral interests. 


WORD “NEUTRALITY” 


Indeed, it may be assured that 
Mr, Chambertain’s words will be 
much in the minds of the dejegates 
in their discussions at Belgrade. 

The Premicr mentioned, the fact 
that not a single non-belligerent 
power felt its Independence threaten- 
ed bythe enormous accumulation of 
striking force which the war effort 
of Britain hnd produced, and em- 
phaslsed that Britain did not wish 
to interfere with the freedom of 
neutrals in deciding Jn what fashion 
they shall use the neutrality they 
have chosen. 

“The Times" expresses the view 
that the statesmen at Belgrade will 
be much occupied “with efforts to 
define and explain the word neutrall- 
ty. 

On the other hand, the Prime 
Minister saw-Germany as threaten- 
ing “the existence: of States. which 
and {oo small.or too weak or too 
near to defy her,” and this point is 
taken up by the “Daily Telegraph” 
in connexion with the Belgrade dis- 
cussions, 


r HITLER'S AIM 


The journal underlines the = fact 
that “all the States in the conference 
destre to avert nn extension of the 
war of Balkans, whether by Hitler 
or Stalin.” 

On the other hand, according to 
the “Yorkshire Post," Germany 
“wants to keep the Balkan countries 
disunited in order to be able to 
bring effective presstre on ony one 
of them in turn.” 

It Is generally recognised in com- 
ment that economic questions are 
bound .to loom large in Belgrade 
nnd on this the “Yorkshire Post” 
writes that these countrics’ “econo- 
mic affiliations with Germany = are 
entirely natural, and in normal times 
with a luw-abiding German Govern- 
ment In power Britain would be en- 
tlrely ready to recognise Germany's 
special interests in that part of the 
world, But a Nazi Germany ‘at war 
has no use for juntor partners. She 
wants slaves.”—British Wireless. 


Localising The Conflict 
In Europe . 


Belgrnde, Yesterday.
